roinfamethe times, or infect mens cogitations with 


therepeticion of it, were itnot that theſe workes- of 


darknefſe are framed and forgedin ſuch adeepe vawte 
of hypocriſic,as there is more danger, thatthey ſhould 
be vnreucaled or vabeleeued,chenthat being brought 
to cleare I:;ght, theyſhould pronoke an imitation in Ll 
ny,of that which is ſa odious and foule, |  . 
Andrhis Sir youmay beleeue, that asI have ant 
good meanes , toinforme my ſelfetothe full, ofth 
"BN whic 
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which paſſed inthis matter , and the trueth of al! the

particulars, aſwell thoſe which were opened atthe ar- 


reienment of EawardSquire , one of the offenders, as 
thoſe which were reſerued, fo I haue ſet downe this 
Narration, rather abridged of ſome circumſtances, 
thenany way*samplified or inlarged. 

This Squire qwelrt in Greezwich diuers yeeres, and 


rooke vpon himthe practiſe of a Scriucner, yetrarher 


as a helpe to maintaine himſelfe for a time, then that 
he bare a minde:0ſertle in thattrade, He obtained 
alſo before his going to Sea, for ſome yeres ſpace, 
an imployment about the Queenes Stable, by way of 
depuration to one Kazes, a Purueiour of thoſe prouili- 
ons. But being of a wit abouc his vocation, diſliked 
with that condition of life , and put himſelfe into aQti- 
on by Sea, in the laſt voyage Sir Francis Drake made 


into the 7ndies; in which voyage, itwas his hap, that 


the Frances, (a ſmall barke wherein he went) wasſcat- 
tered from the Fleet about Gaadalupe, and taken by 


fue Spaniſh frigorts. And fo was Squire brought pri- 


{oner into/Sparme, where ſoone atter he was ſet at Ii- 
bertie, | 
Notlong after his inlargement, hebecame known 
to Richard IWalprole an Engliſh fugitive, and by order 
2 leſuite, aman of principallcredirthere, andakinde 
of Vicar generall to Parſons in his abſence. This al- 
poole, carrying a waking & waiting eye,vpon thoſeof 
our Nation, todifcouer and ſingle out fit inſtruments 
for the greateſttreaſons,, obſerued this Squire , found 
him a man of more then ordinarie ſence and capaci- 


tie, for his qualitie and education; foundhim a man, 


that had paſſed his middle age, well aduiſed, andyer 


re{olued 


.- 
tcſolved enough, and not apprehenſive at all of dan» 


ger; (for | doe affirme this vato you, thatnenerman 


anſwered vpon his triall tor life and death, with lefle 


perturbation, nay {carſely with any alteration, as ithe - 


vnderſtood not his perill and calamitie, and yet as 
ſenſible for ſpeech, asinſentible for paſſion.) Bur be- 
ſides the diſpoſition and temper of the man, I/alpoole 
diſcerned in him rwo conditions of ſpeciall aduan- 
tage; Theone, that comming into Spazxe a priſoner, 
andnort a fugiriue, hisreturne into'Zxg/and would be 
ſubicCt tolefle ſuſpition : The other , rhat he vnder- 
ſtood, Squire had formerly had ſome attendance a- 
bour the Queenes Stable, which he ſtreight caught 
holdeof, as an opportunity. | 

Yer neuerthelcfle, rhe better toprepare him, and 
worke him to his purpoſe; andthe berter alſo to giue 
couler,(when Squzre ſhould returne into Enelarnd) that 
he was a man that had ſuffered in Spaire forhis con- 


ſcience, ſubtilly he compaſſed, that vpon a quarrell 
picked, Squire was put into the Inquiſition, By this 


meanes , when he had got his heart into his handes, 

mollifiedby diſtreſſe, and becameſecure of him, that 

he was a fixed andreſolued Papiſt, = 
After probation and preparation ſufficient, bee be- 


gan to open himſelfe vnto him; and firſt for introdu- 


ion, fell into the ordinary burden or ſong , of that 
kinde of people, touching the ryrannies and perſecu- 
tions exerciſed here in England againſt Catholiquesz 
though Sir, youknow very well , the diſtinction and 


moderation of the proceedings here in Eccleſiaſti- 


call cauſes, with whatlenitie, and gentleneſk, irchath 


bene caried , except where it was mixed ith matter 
AZ " Os 
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of State; for els I would gladlylearne, what ſhould 
make the diffcrence , betweene the temper of the 
Lawes inthe firſt yeere of the Queene, and in23.or 
27. but that atthe one time, they were Papiſts in con- 
ſcience, and at the other they were growne Papiſts in 
faction; or what ſhould make the difference at this 
day in Lawe, betwecne a Queene Mary Prieſt, anda 
Sexzinarie Prieſt , faue that the one is a Prieſt of ſuper- 
ſiition , and the other is a Prieit of ſedirion. Butto 
the purpoſe ; After the 7eſaite had at ſundry confe- 
rences., diſcourſed his pleaſure of the miteries of Ca- 
tholiques here in Ezeland ,and of theſlanders of the 
eonernmetit , and vpon how fewe perſons liues, the 
State here did ſtand; and Squzre on the other fide, 
(who wanted rio witteto perceiue which way hee was 


ledde ) had firft made ſoie ſignification, and after 


ſome more ſerious and vehement proteſtation of his 


minde and deuotion, to doe ſ{eruice tothe cauſe, when 
the wicked Frier fawe-hce was gotten into the true 
circle , hee began to charme; and yetnot hauing the 
power to fail ypon the higheſt point firſt , without a 
gradation.or bridge, 1t were. #v donbr ( faith hee) an 
afte wry meritorious to kill the Earle of Efles, but Veum 


, ReceſAicimn, 0c thing t5 neceſſary, And having kept 
hin#3.fuſpence 2 while , brake with him plainely, 
-andtolde him, that hee would pur a ſervice into his 


hands, that he might execute and accompliſh, with-. 
out any cuident peril] of his life, becauſe it wasto be 
done, what time the Queeneher {clte ſhonld not bee 
inpreſence; (which I thinke he ſpake as having heard 
that which is very true, of ſome Confſpirators, that 
hauing vaderiaken and vowed her Maicſticsdeſtru. 

| | __Rtion, 
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ion, haue neuertheleſle at the very inſtant of the a& 
cefle and opportunitie , bene ſtricken with aſtoniſh- 
ment , and had no power to execute their malice.) 
Nay further he ſaid, that he ſhould nor need to feare, 
in the doing thereof, to be ſeene or obſerued, by any 
perſons of care or judgement, but ſuch as mighr be 
calily conucricd withall, without ſuſpition : Andie 
was the impoylorment of the pommell of the 
Qrecenes Sade!l, at ſuch time as ſhee ſhould ride a- 
broad; her Maieſtic being like to reſt herhand there- 
upon,for a good time together, and not vnlike for her 
hand to coine often about her face, month,and noſe= 
thrils; andthis by reaſon of his former acquaintance 
and ſeruice aboutthe Stable , he thought hee mighe 
eaſilyperforme, and fately; And yethe aid , If m- 
minent death ſhould inſue —_ het might not 4c- 
compt of it , as beeing aſſured that hee ſhould exchange 
his preſent ſiate , with the [tate of a glorious Saint in hea- 
wen. Vnto which accurſed propoſition after thar 
Squire had aſſented,then didthe Frier vie all diligence 
to confirme and binde him to reſolution and perfor- 
mance. And to that ende , at ſundry confeſſions 
tooke his vow and promiſe to be conſtant; cauſed him 
toreceiue the Sacrament vponit; renued his diveliſh 
erſwaſions, varying them in all fourmes to beſiege 
ki minde and cogitations, that he might finde no 
way to gct out of this wicked purpoſe ; Telling him 
that he ſtood now in the ſtate of damnation, if he did not - 
his uttermoit endeuour to perfourme his vowe, And bid 
him remember how that ſinne didſeldome obtaine par= 
aons and if he did but once make doubt of the lawfulneſſe 
or merit of the att, it was enoneh to cait him —_ 
ow ne 
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dove into hell; And if he didcaſt any difficulties or 


tcrrors, he wiſhed hint roconfider 1/hat it Aid anaile 
a man to winne the whole world, and to leeſe his owne ſoule. 
Soas now Squire muſt not deſcend into himſelfe , he 
mult make no obieCtions, caſt no doubts; but the eyes 


of his vaderſtanding blinded and ſealed vp, he muſt 


onely contemplatevpon theſe vowes and adiurations. 
And for a concluſion and finall benedicion of this 
moſt execrable plot, Squire kneeling before i//allpoole 
at confeflion, he lifted him vp, hugde him abour the 
necke with his left arme (ſuch were Squires owne 
wordes) and croſling him with the other hand after 
ſome wordes mumbled in Latine , fayd diftin&ly ro 
him in Engliſh, God bleſſe-thee and gine thee ſtrength my 


ſonne; be of good vourage ,1 pawne my ſoul: for thine, and 


thouſvalt haue my prayers dead and aline_. Andvpon this 
imbracement and inchantmenrt,this deſperate wretch 
and this blaſphemous Exorciſt parted for thattime. 
Thien doeth he giue him fulinſtrufions for the diſ- 
poſing of this poifonz ſhewing him that he ſhouldre- 
cciue it in.a double bladder, and when it ſhould bee 
vicd, heewasto pricke the bladder full of holes vpon 
the vpperpart,and ſo to carie itwithin the palme ofhis 


hand with athicke gloue for the ſafegard of his hand: 


and in the inſtant when it was tobe applied, heſhould 
turne itin his hand the vpſide downe, and fo preſſe 
irhard vpon thepommell of the ſaddell : relling him 
further of the nature of it, That it would lic and tarrie 


long whereit was laide; and that it would notbe chec- 


ked by the aire: Andlaftly vpon his comming azvay, 


delivered him the confection ir ſclfe inſuch a bladder 


as was before deſcribed.

This was the true maner of the ſubornation of Ed- 
ward Squire by Richard ya. as it was confeſſed by 


the ſame Squire almoſt in the ſame wordes,as well for 
the perſwaſions as for the inſtructions. VVhichconfel- 
ſion I doe affirme vnro you vpon knowledge was deli- 
uered without torture or ſhewe of torture: and was 
roundly and ſenſibly vttered with all circumſtances of 
a credible narration for that part which concerneth 
the maner of the impoiſonment: and for thar part 
which concerneth the manner of the perſwaſion was 
ſet downe by an aduiſed declaration vnder his owne 
hand,andthe ſame as farre as hitherto we haue gone, 
was mainteined and confirmed, and in-no pointre- 
tracted or diſauowed,cither at his trial or at his death. 
It ſeemes alſo that allpoole in ſome of his confe- 
rences did infiſt ypon the impoiſonment of the Earle 
ol fe the rather to defcate the voyage by Sea,then 
exſpected{for theſe things paſt about May t 5 9 7.) So 
as Squire conceiued it, there could bee no one thing 
more acceptable in the ſecond degree. 9 
Nowe after that:S$qwe had received bothpoiſons, . 
as well the ſpirituall poiſon of wicked refolution, as 

the mareriall within the bladders 3 and that }/a{{poole 
had interlaced ſome promiſe to him of rewardes and 
 comforts,beſides thoſe of the other world, and had 
ſchooled him foc ſecrecie,which he made to be parcel 
of his vow.,there reſted onely his diſpatch for England. 
Whereunto togiue an apt colour, it was deuiſed that 
there ſhould be a permutation treated,by the meanes 
of a Chanon in Czuil of two Spariſbpriſoners here,ta- 
ken atCales,friends of the ſaide.Chanon, for Squire

According to 
which proie&he was ſentaway conueniently money- 
ed,that he might þe the berrer in-heart, aad yet not ſo 
tmake him-loue his life too well,

—_ who hath defended his Handmaid and ſeruant 


y his ſecretand more thennaturall influence and pre-- 
ſeruatiue from ſoactuall & morrtall a danger, ſpeaking 


by theſe ſignes toall her diſloyall Subiects and ambiri- 
ous enemies, That as he hath done greatthingsby her, 
paſt ordinarie diſcourſe of reaſon,ſo he hath done,and 


will doe as great things for her, beyond the courſe of 


his ordinarie prouidence. 


For ſurely, if a man-conſider how many times her

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life hath bene ſought and aſſailed,ſfince rhe beginning 
of her raigne, by violence,by poiloning, by ſuperſtici- 
ous Votaries, by ambicious Vndertakers, by ſingular 
Conſpirators,by Conſpirators combined, *(ſpeaking 


 ofthoſethat haue bene reucaled;beſidesa number(no 


doubt) ofthelike which have groucled in darkeneſle, 
andneuer came tolight) hee will not find the like re- 
flexion of Gods fauour in any Soueraigne Prince that 
hathreigned. -- 

Bur in the meane time you ſee theſtrange myſteries 
of the 7eſuites doctrine that haue mingled heauen and 
hel,;and lift vp the hands of Subiects againſt the anoin- 


red of God; arming them with the inuiſtble armour of 
Scriptures, Sacraments, Vowes, Prayers andBleſlings 


againſt their natural! Soueraigns, VWhereinthere is 
grett difference berweene the ſpirite t1at wrought in 
Daxd, and this that worketh inthem. For Dawid when 
relation was made to him( by one that thought he had 
done Sax! the laſt good office) how Saul had fallen vp- 
on his owne {word in battell,and being in the anguiſh 
of death, and carctull not to fall aliue in the handes of 
the Phi/;z#tims a people vncircumciſed, defired this fol- 
diour to make an ende of him, who didſo, and was 
therefore by Dauidadiudged to dic, becauſe hee dared 
tolay his hands vpon the anointed of the Lord: and 
yet was Sau/a king forſaken and abandoned of God; 
he had taken his mortall wound before,ſo as this foldi- 
ourtooke from him his paine,andnot his life ; and it 
was toa goodende, leaſt a heatheniſh people ſhould 
reprochthe name of God by inſulting vpon the per- 
ſon of Saul. 

And ſurely for my part I doe wonder that Princes 
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I1 
doe not concurre in looſing theſe bands, and ſuppref- 
ſing this Se,which makcth a traffique of their ſacred 
lives,concluding and contracting tor them with theſe 
blinded Votaries in the fecrecie of confeſſions and 
ſhrifts. For I doenotſce that Pirates (whom the C/ut- 
lians account to be Publici hoſtes ſocietatis humane, and 
therefore Princes bound as they affirme, though they 
be otherwiſe inno league one with an other, yea and 
though they be enemies,to joyne in theſupprefling 8 
extirpation of them) are any ſuch diſturbers of hu- 
mane ſocietie as theſe are . Neither doe I thinke,that 
the order ofthe Templers (that was put down through- 
ou: Chriſtendome in a tewe weckes) were euer often- 
ders in fo high a degree, And1 find ſomewhat ſtrange - 
that the biſhop of Rowe (it it were but ro auoyd- the 
aſperſion of ſo greata ilander and impuration to that

fat committed,Squzrewent to Sea inthe Erles owne -

Now let me acquaint you alittle with the rnaner of 
detecting of this matter , which God did likewiſe 
ſtrangely bring about.

for although he failed of ſucceſle, yet he tookehim- 
ſelte ro be out of danger : thinking becauſe it was car-

ried betweenehis Confeſſour and him, it conld never 
bereucaled. But his Confeſlour whom it imported 
notſo much rokeepe it ſecret as it did Squzre, tickled 
belike with the ioy,, that he had ſich an iron inthe 
fire, imparted it (for his owne glory) to ſome princi. 
pall ofthe fugitiues there This raiſed a great expeCta- 
tion in them of ſome effteAro inſue. When time paſ- 
ſed, and nothing came of it, they made conſtruction 
of it, that Sqmire.had becne falſe ro them. One of the 


more paſſionate of them inueyerh bitterly againſt 


Squire, telles how he was truſted, and how he had vn- 
done the cauſe; and rhe better to be revenged on him, 
iscontent that one (that they ler {lip hither as ifhe had 
fled from them) ſhould giue information of this mat- 
ter, not with the circumſtances, but generally againſt 
7; pg to winhimſelte credit, partly rowrecke 
themſelues on S$quzre. And this fellow , becauſe hee 
would be thought to do the betrerſ{eruice, would not 
bring this in his mouth, but in a lerter, which he pre- 
tended to haue ſtolne out of one of their Studies. This 


- letter compared with another letter that the ſame 


man brovght as written from a ſeuerall perſon, both 
which letters had one and the ſame buſicknot to both 
names, is fu{pected to be counterſeited ; it is ſo found.

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Squire,not knowing how farre his Confeſſor had bro- 
kentruſt with him, by good perſwaſion, and Gods . 
good working, diſcloſed all without any rigour in the 
world, ' | 
ut vpon a ſecond aduiſe being.a man of a very 
good reach,finding that ithad bene his wiſeſt way to 
haue confeſſed the whole plot and ſuborration which 
was knowen to //al(poole, and there to haue ſtopt,and 
not to haue tolde of the putting of i*>.in execution, 
which was onely knowne to himſfelfe, and which in- 
deede was wonne from him: by good following, hee 
endeuouredat his arraignment to hauediſtinguithed, 
- andauowching the firſtpart,to haue retracted the ſe- 
_ cond; pretending that although he vndertooke it, yet 
he had not any purpole topertorme ir, ©” 
Whercupon one of the Commiſſtoners being wel 
acquainted with all the particular circumſtances, did 
ſet before him the abſurditie of his deniall againſt his 
former confeſſion which was. voluntarie , particular, 
and needlefle (otherwiſe then i conſcience of trueth)) 
vpon which ſpeech hee being ſtricken with remorſe, 
and conuicted in himſelfe,acknowledged and juſtified 
the truerh of his former confeſſion inthe hearing of all 
the ſtanders by. WD, : bi 
Thus Sir, I have interteined you with a diſcourſe, 
which Lthinke in reading will afteR you aiuerſly, as it 
did me in writing; Burt in theendel rchinke wee ſhall 
toyne in congratulating for ourgood deliuerance, 
and deſiring of God the continuance of her 
Maicſtie, in whom our good” 
dayesdo conſiſt,
